HEMMING expressed the opinion that the LPN has 
no potential for oy Serious action aks Cuba. 


On ‘July 22, 1965, MM T-1, an. individual who is 
personally acquainted with. leading. ‘members of the LPN, 
advised that during the past 2 years he had conferred 
on numerous occasions with ACOSTA and other members of 
the. organization, ‘concerning their military plans, but 
nothing | had ever: developed and MM T-1 had reached the | 
conclusion that this organization has little, if any; 

- potential for military action. He pointed out that the 
‘LPN lacks experience, military. equipment, and adequate 
means of transportation. He advised he has no evidence 
the LPM has any inmediate plans for action against Cuba.
